The poverty 
level for the US is $722 per month 
for a family of three， California 
benefits for the same family total 
$5$55. Other states，Such as Texas， 
provide benefits which are inade- 
quately low, such as less than $148 
(monthly) per family of three. 

Moreover，Proposition 41 will 
cause a dramatic cut in Medi-Cal. 
This will disproportionately affect 
the _minority community ”which 
Tepresents over 6096 of Medi-Cal 
eligibles in both Alameda and San 
Francisco counties. . . . Within the 
Asian community，there will be a 
greater impact on Southeast Asians， 
who, because of their refugee status， 
are afforded Medi-Cal and other 
public assistance benefits.

Both are Chinese American. Both 
are attorneys. Both are young men 
in their 30s. Art Wangof Tacomais 
Seeking election to his third term; 
colleague Gary Locke of Seattle is 
vying for number two. 


Having virtually destroyed _ his 


opponents 一 both Democrat and 
Republican 一 in the Primary Trace 
with 71%o of all the votes cast in his 
district, Locke now faces onlynom- 
inal competition from Republican 
Earl Cook who earlier in the fall 


primary was able to attract only 


110%o of the voters.

-Locke"s constituents are heavily 


Democrat， and they reflect a Train- 
.bow of colors: Asian Pacific Ameri- 


can，Hispanic，Black and- whites-. 
His Priorities，and achievements 
define him as a young liberal: Sup-

“The state， predicts a small

The young representative， for 
example，authored and lobbied for 
the state's child kidnap law which 
Imakes it a felony for a non-custod- 
ial parent or relative to take away a 
child .

Locke also authored and pushed 
for a law which takes away mar- 
Tiage as a defense in rape cases. He 
Worked Successfully on a law that 
requires the judge to inform non- 
citizen criminal defendants”who 
plead guilty to _ charges to be in- 


formed of the possible deportation 
consequences， 
OUTSMARIED 

One law which passed despite all 
his colleagues: predictions of failure 
involved the stricter regulation of 
fireworks. The senate did not want 
it， but “we outsmarted them,?” 
laughed Locke. 

Despite his own personal achieve- 
ments，Locke admitted that Several 
issues _ remain unsolved for the 
Asian American cormimunity. “We 
need funds- for refugees assistance 
and for programs in the schools to 
help adults and children to _ learn 
English and make the transition (to 
American life). 

“The federal government， 
though，has cut back on funds so 
Imuch that the state cannot pick Up 
as much (of the difference) as com- 
munity groups and legislators 


would like.”Unfortunately，noted 
Locke，refugees do not comprise 
“that big of a constituency because 
(they) do not vote-.” 

He added that the lawmakers 
must also work on abill that would 
call for the provision of translators 
at _ criminal proceedings and state 
agency hearings. 

The work of a Washington legis- 
lator is supposed-to be about half- 
time，paying about $13,000 a year， 
“The pay in California is more So it 
should attract more (Asians),”he 
chuckled when asked why he 
thought Washington had two Asian 
American lawmakers on the state 
level and California had none. 

On amore serious note, however， 
Locke speculated that the relatively 
smaller size of his state's _ districts 
could result in the minority popula- 
tions having a“more Significant” 
voice in their districts， 

He also observed that in his area， 
the _ central and southern parts of 
Seattle,“Asians and other minor- 
ities fortunately coalesce when

TACOMA，Washington - With 
What he described as only“token?”

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Ina 
fundraising event for the 
Commission of the Status of 
Women， the Friends of the 
Commission will honor several 
women，including Betty Lim，a 
program manager for San Francisco 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein. 

Lim，who has worked at city hall 
Since 1976，after working in the 
Chinatown community as 3a Social 
Worker, among other positions, and 
Who has Singlehandedly raised a 
nOwW-19-year-old Son，talked about 
her work on women's issues， 

SURPRISED 

Though She admits She was 
”Surprised ”by the honor conferred 
on her, Lim speculated thatit was her 
work with the city panel that hears 
discrimination cases that 
contributed to her Selection. 

”Part of my work in the city is 
that I sit on a panel that hears 
discrimination cases， was also 
involved in developing the sexual 
harassment policy of the city.” 

Thanks to an emphasis by the 
city _ departments to educate its 
employees, Lim noted that the panel 
does not have to hear that many Sex 
discrimination cases anymore，and 
that those which do make it before 
the panel are“well investigated by 
the Civil Service Commission staf 任 .” 

She chaired the state Fair 
Employment and Housing 
Commission，when that group

Lim saidthatherjlife asaworking 
mother was also _ a reason She was 
Selected for the honor， When asked 
how She has been able to balance her 
roles as career woman and mother， 
Lim replied,“When [my son] Almir 
was jlittle, I treated him as an adult. 

“Alot of people when they raise 
children feel they have to protect 
children and keep them free'of stress. 


When he was little，I shared my 


Stress with him. He learned to expect 
me to make mistakes and to yell. He 
became accustomed to accepting me 
as aperson, as not a perfect person,” 
recalled Lim. 

For instance，when the two of 
them were tryingto Save money, Lim 
discussed finances with Almir.“ We 
talked about bank balances and why 
he was not able to have certain 
things. ”As a person，Sshe sees her 
Son ashavingturned out “very well,” 
with a good sense of humor and calm 
temperament.
